When I asked the company for this 
half rent, I was given some sort 
of a paper to sign, according to 
which I agree to work for this 
company for the next season or 
else I would not get half of the 
rent. 
There was no other way out 
it and I signed it. 
•On the first of March, when 
was still cold, the company re-

to pay half rent and

* to move to a little hovel on 
arm which the company rented

at a nominal rent. 
There was 
water and my children are still 
getting water 
from

brook. 
The water is dirty with 
harmful bacteria. 
The children are 
constantly sick from

“Before we started to work this 
season, the company promised to 
pay $18 for the grading and weed­ 
ing out of the beets, but now pays 
only $10. 
People have protested 
against this, but the company pays 
no attention to us. 
“I am especially indignant about 
the fact that children of school 
age are working as much as the 
adults—ten to twelve hours a day. 
This they do until the end of the 
season— that is, until the end of 
November. 
“Nobody around here thinks or 
worries about school and the com-

be held throughout the burley dis-!

diana tomorrow, August 14th. the. 
Saturday 
preceding

for the Lexington convention. The] 
county conventions are expected to 
instruct 
their 
delegates 
as 
to 
w hether the votes will be cast for 
a cut out- 
* , 
At a meeting of ih«j leading bur­ 
ley growers held 
in 
Lexington, 
August 4th. 
1920, 
five 
hundred 
farm ers from 
28 
Kentucky, Ohio 
and Indiana counties went on re­ 
cord as unanimously in 
favor of 
cutting out 
the 
crop 
next 
year. j 
This action was not taken as final, 
however, due to the fact that m&nyj 
burley 
raising counties 
were not, 
represented in the convention, andj 
the second convention was called! 
in order that all growers of the. 
three states m ight have a chance to 
act on the question. 
Agitation in favor of cutting out! 
next year's burley crop has been! 
brewing since the close .of sales 
late last winter. 
According to 
leading growers, at least forty per 
cent of the 1919 crop was grown 
without profit to the producing far­ 
mers. and the present crop, all 
though above average in quantity, 
will 
fall 
far 
below 
last 
year's 
crop in quality. 
Tobacco manu­ 
facturers of the country who buy 
practically all of the burley crop 
raised in this section ere already 
overstocked on second grade tob­ 
acco, growers say, and they are 
expecting prices to fall this winter 
to a point where profit is no longer 
possible except to the farmer with 
nothing but high grade weed to 
sell.General opinion 
of 
Kentucky 
farmers is that a crop cutout in 
1*21 not only could give the manu­ 
facturers a chance to dispose of 
their excess of low grade weed, 
but would also put the tobacco tend 
in a much better- condition for fu­ 
ture crops of burley. 
Many sec­ 
tions in Kentucky which have been 
used almost exclusively for the 
raising af tobacco since the days 
of the "night riders” are showing 
the effects of too many successive 
crops, and this land, in large meas­ 
ure. is responsible for the prepon­ 
derance of inferior burley in last 
year’s crop and in the crop now 
bearing, it is said. 
Most of the opposition to the cut 
out is expected to come from the 
Bluegrass section, of which Lexing­ 
ton is the center. Much high grade 
burley was raised in the counties
